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Net  income  realized  per  farm  has 
risen  steadily  since  1960,  due  to  the 
improvement  in  aggregate  farm  in- 
come and  the  continuing  decline  in 
farm  numbers.  The  1965  level — 
$4,182  per  farm — was  record  high, 
and  41  percent  above  1960. 
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U.  S.  FARM  INCOME  IN  I965 

Summary 

Realized  net  farm  inccane  of  the  Nation's  farm  operators  rose  over  $1 
billion  in  1965  to  a  total  of  $1^.1  billion.    This  compares  with  $12.9  billion 
in  196^  and  $11.7  billion  in  i960,  and  was  the  highest  since  1952. 

On  a  per  farm  basis,  operator's  realized  net  income  in  1965  reached  a 
record  high  of  $U,l82,  a  12  percent  increase  over  196k.    Net  income  realized 
per  farm  has  risen  steadily  since  i960,  due  to  the  improvement  in  aggregate 
farm  income  and  to  the  continuing  decline  in  farm  numbers.    The  19^5  level  was 
hi  percent  higher  than  in  i960. 

Gross  income  realized  from  farming  last  year  reached  a  record  high  $1^-.^ 
billion,  up  $2.2  billion  from  196^.    Cash  receipts  f rom 'farming  (from  marketings 
and  Government  payments)  totaled  $^1.4  billion  compared  with  $39*1  billion  in 
I96U.    Receipts  from  farm  marketings  rose  some  $2  billion  largely  as  a  result 
of  higher  prices  for  meat  animals.    Direct  Government  payments  to  farmers  were 
reported  to  be  almost  $300  million  higher  than  the  $2.2  billion  paid  in  196k. 

Farm  production  expenses  totaled  $30.3  billion  last  year,  up  about  $1 
billion  from  the  I96U  level.    The  increase  was  due  in  large  part  to  a  sharp 
advance  in  current  operating  expenses,  particularly  for  purchased  livestock. 
Overhead  costs  such  as  taxes,  interest,  and  depreciation  were  higher  in  19^5  • 
Outlays  for  hired  labor  decreased  in  1965>  but  the  rate  of  decline  was  not  as 
great  as  in  196^. 

In  1965,  there  was  a  net  accumulation  of  farm  inventories,  especially 
crops.    In  1964,  there  was  a  net  liquidation  of  inventories.    Thus,  total  net 
income  of  farm  operators,  which  is  the  sum  of  realized  net  farm  income  and  the 
net  value  of  the  inventory  change,  reached  $l1+.4  billion  in  1965 ,  some  19  per- 
cent higher  than  the  $12.1  billion  of  196^. 

On  a  per  capita  basis,  the  disposable  personal  income  of  the  farm  popu- 
lation from  all  sources,  farm  and  nonfarm,  rose  to  an  estimated  $1,510  in  1965 
compared  with  $1,270  in  I96U.    This  large  increase  was  due  mainly  to  the  rise 
in  net  farm  income,  and  partly  to  a  further  decline  in  the  farm  population.  In 
1965,  the  per  capita  disposable  personal  income  of  the  farm  population  was  about 
63  percent  of  the  average  for  the  nonfarm  population  compared  with  55  percent 
in  196^. 

Farm  Income  Totals 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1965  at  $38,930  million  were  sub- 
stantially higher  than  the  $36,899  million  total  in  I96I+.    The  volume  of  farm 
marketings  last  year  was  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier,  but  the  average  of 
prices  received  by  farmers  was  up  about  5  percent.    Receipts  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  totaled  $21,787  million,  up  sharply  from  the  $19,76U  million 
in  196^.    Receipts  from  crop  marketings  totaled  $17,1^3  million  in  19^5,  virtually 
the  same  as  in  196^.

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Total  Government  payments  to  farmers  in  1965  were  reported  at  $2,1+50  mil- 
lion compared  with  $2,169  million  in  196^.    Feed  Grain  Program  payments  last 
year  totaled  almost  $1.U  billion,  \sp  about  $228  million  from  1964.    Payments  to 
producers  participating  in  the  I965  Wheat  Program  totaled  $52U  million,  about 
$85  million  more  than  in  I96U.    Most  of  the  above  payments  in  the  I96I+  and  1965 
Wheat  Program  payments  were  recovered  by  the  Government  from  the  sale  of  market- 
ing certificates  to  processors  and  exporters  of  wheat.    Cotton  growers  partici- 
pating in  the  Domestic  Allotment  Program  for  1965  received  about  $70  million 
compared  with  $39  million  a  year  earlier.    Soil  Bank  payments  declined  substan- 
tially last  year  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.    Conservation  and  Wool  Act  pay- 
ments were  also  reported  to  be  slightly  lower  in  1965  than  in  196^. 

Realized  gross  farm  income,  which  includes  marketing  receipts,  direct 
Government  payments,  and  nonmoney  income,  rose  to  a  record  high  of  §hh9kh9  mil- 
lion in  1965.    This  was  an  increase  of  about  5"§"  percent  from  a  year  earlier  due 
mainly  to  the  substantial  increase  in  cash  receipts  from  livestock  product  mar- 
ketings . 

Farm  production  expenses  last  year  totaled  $30,3*4-0  million  compared  with 
$29,2i+9  million  in  196^.    Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production  items,  interest, 
taxes,  and  wage  rates  rose  3  percent  in  1965 ,  and  increased  quantities  of  some 
major  inputs  such  as  livestock  and  fertilizer  were  purchased.    However,  with 
expenses  rising  less  than  realized  gross  income  in  19^5 >  realized  net  farm  in- 
come rose  to  a  level  of  $1^,109  million — some  $1,168  million  higher  than  in 
I96U.    This  1965  level  was  about  one-fifth  above  i960,  and  the  highest  since 
1952. 

Income  Per  Farm 

Realized  net  income  per  farm  in  I965  was  a  record  high  $U,l82  compared 
with  $3,727  in  196k.    This  rise  of  12  percent  from  a  year  earlier  resulted  from 
a  9  percent  increase  in  total  realized  net  farm  income  and  a  3  percent  decline 
in  the  number  of  farms.    The  number  of  farms  (HQ  States)  was  estimated  at 
3,373,600  in  I965  compared  with  3,^72,200  in  I96I+. 

Preliminary  State  estimates  of  income  per  farm  in  I965  are  shown  in 
table  12.    Changes  from  196^  to  1965  in  realized  net  income  per  farm  by  States 
are  discussed  starting  on  page  18.    These  State  estimates  are  based  on  prelim- 
inary information.    They  will  be  revised  in  the  August  Supplement  to  the  Farm 
Income  Situation  utilizing  the  latest  available  information  on  farm  income  and 
expenses  on  a  State  basis. 

Disposable  Personal  Income  Per  Capita 

The  disposable  personal  income  per  capita  of  the  farm  population  in  I965 
was  estimated  at  a  record  high  $1,510  compared  with  $1,270  in  196^.    This  sharp 
rise  of  19  percent  last  year  resulted  from  a  rising  flow  of  farm  income,  in- 
creased opportunities  for  income  off  the  farm,  and  a  further  decline  in  the 
farm  population. 
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Disposable  personal  income  per  capita  of  the  nonfana  population  also 
rose  in  1965  to  an  estimated  level  of  $2,1*05  compared  with  $2,317  in  l^. 
There  was  a  further  growth  in  output  and  in  general  business  activity  last  year. 
Disposable  personal  income  per  capita  of  farm  people  in  1965  averaged  about  63 
percent  of  that  of  nonfarm  people,  compared  with  about  55  percent  in  196^  and 
in  i960.    In  relative  terms,  this  relationship  between  incomes  of  farm  people 
and  nonfarm  people  in  1965  was  the  best  it  has  been  since  1951* 

Cash  Receipts  by  Major  Commodities 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1965  totaled  $38,930  million, 
according  to  preliminary  estimates.    This  was  about  $2,031  million  higher  than 
in  196^.    The  average  of  farm  prices  received  was  5  percent  higher  than  a  year 
earlier,  while  the  total  volume  of  farm  marketings  was  about  the  same. 

Receipts  from  marketings  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  increased 
about  $2  billion  last  year  to  an  estimated  $21.8  billion.    Livestock  and  product 
prices  averaged  some  11  percent  higher  in  1965  than  in  l$6k  while  the  volume 
of  farm  marketings  was  about  the  same.    Receipts  from  crop  marketings  were 
estimated  at  $17.1  billion  last  year,  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  There 
was  a  small  decline  in  the  average  of  prices  received  for  crops  which  offset  a 
small  increase  in  the  volume  of  crop  marketings.    However,  an  increase  in  income 
supplementing  payments  under  the  Feed  Grain,  Wheat,  and  Cotton  Programs  in 
1965  resulted  in  a  gain  in  total  receipts  from  crops. 

Meat  animal  prices  last  year  were  sharply  higher  than  the  relatively 
low  prices  in  196^.    Prices  received  by  farmers  for  hogs  in  I965 — up  kO  percent 
from  1961f — led  to  an  increase  of  about  $700  million  in  marketing  receipts, 
despite  a  drop  of  about  10  percent  in  the  volume  slaughtered.    Cattle  prices 
also  were  higher  last  year  by  some  11  percent,  and  this,  combined  with  a  small 
increase  in  the  volume  of  farm  marketings,  resulted  in  a  gain  of  $1.1  billion 
in  receipts  from  cattle  and  calves. 

Receipts  from  dairy  products  were  up  about  $75  million  in  1965?  due 
mainly  to  an  increase  in  the  wholesale  milk  price.    Cash  receipts  from  market- 
ings of  poultry  meat  also  increased  last  year  by  almost  $200  million.  Farm 
prices  for  broilers  and  turkeys  were  some  6  percent  above  a  year  earlier  despite 
a  sizable  increase  in  the  volume  of  marketings.    The  improved  income  situation 
for  turkey  and  broiler  producers  last  year  was  due  in  large  part  to  the  reduced 
per  capita  supplies  of  red  meat. 

Wheat  marketing  receipts  fell  more  than  $100  million  in  1965  as 
prices  adjusted  downward  to  the  reduced  loan  level.    However,  almost  all  of 
this  drop  in  market  receipts  to  wheat  growers  was  made  up  by  income  supplement- 
ing payments  under  the  1965  Wheat  Program. 

Receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  feed  crops  were  about  the  same  in  total 
in  1965  as  in  196^.   Market  prices  for  most  feed  crops  last  year  averaged 
slightly  below  196%  levels.   The  volume  of  hay  and  sorghum  grain  marketed  was 
higher  last  year,  but  sales  of  corn,  oats,  and  barley  were  down  some  from  l$6k 
levels.    Payments  under  the  1965  Feed  Grain  Program  were  higher  than  a  year 
earlier,  providing  a  supplement  to  producers'  income. 
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Receipts  from  cotton  marketings  were  lower  last  year  than  in  I96U  due 
mainly  to  a  slight  drop  in  the  loan  rate.    Cotton  yields  per  acre  were  a  record 
high  531  pounds  in  1965,  but  a  drop  in  acreage  harvested  resulted  in  a  100,000 
bale  decline  in  production.    Cotton  farmers  received  $70  million  in  income 
supplementing  payments  under  the  Domestic  Allotment  Choice  Program  compared  with 
$39  million  in  l$6k. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  tobacco  were  down  substantially  due  to 
a  greatly  reduced  planted  acreage.    Production  of  all  tobacco  in  1965  totaled 
1,913  million  pounds,  Ik  percent  less  than  in  1964  and  the  smallest  output  since 
1959.    Receipts  from  marketings  of  oil-bearing  crops  were  higher  than  last  year 
by  over  $200  million,  as  a  substantially  larger  soybean  crop  was  marketed  at 
slightly  higher  prices  than  in  calendar  1964. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  vegetables  were  almost  $400  million 
higher  last  year  than  a  year  earlier.    Potato  prices  for  the  full  year  1965 
averaged  some  30  percent  above  1964  levels,  although  they  were  well  below  year 
earlier  levels  late  in  the  year.    Higher  prices  for  truck  crops  also  resulted 
in  larger  receipts  in  1965,  up  almost  $150  million  from  19614-.    Receipts  from 
marketings  of  fruits  and  nuts  were  lower  last  year — by  some  $135  million.  Lower 
citrus  prices,  except  for  lemons,  were  responsible  for  most  of  the  decline. 
Decreased  receipts  were  also  noted  from  marketings  of  apples,  grapes,  peaches, 
and  pears. 

Production  Expenses 

Total  production  expenses  in  1965  were  some  $1.1  billion,  or  4  percent, 
higher  than  in  1964.    The  rise  from  the  1964  level  is  a  continuation  of  an 
upward  trend  that  has  persisted  since  1945  with  only  three  interruptions — I9U9 , 
1953,  and  1964. 

Nearly  half  of  the  $1.1  billion  increase  in  expenses  resulted  from  higher 
outlays  for  purchased  livestock.    Higher  prices  and  increased  shipments  of 
stocker  and  feeder  cattle  in  1965  compared  with  1964  combined  to  push  expendi- 
tures for  purchased  livestock  up  more  than  $100  million  from  the  1959-63  average 
and  nearly  $500  million  higher  than  in  1964. 

^  Farmers*  expenses  for  fertilizer  and  lime  also  increased,  but  less  than 
in  1964.    The  total  tonnage  consumed  is  estimated  up  about  3  percent  from  1964 
with  unit  prices  remaining  fairly  steady*    The  trend  to  higher  analysis  fertil- 
izer continued  and  had  a  dampening  effect  on  the  increase  in  total  tonnage 
purchased.    Also,  the  amount  of  fertilizer  used  in  some  areas  was  reduced  because 
of  local  conditions  such  as  drought. 

Aggregate  outlays  for  feed,  repair  and  operation  of  capital  items,  and 
for  most  of  the  miscellaneous  items  are  little  changed  from  a  year  earlier. 

Outlays  for  hired  labor  were  down  again  in  I965,  but  by  only  $76  million 
from  the  I96U  level  compared  with  a  decline  of  $186  minion  from  1963  to  1964. 
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Farm  wage  rates  increased  at  a  faster  rate  in  I965  than  in  I96U,  and  the  decline 

in  the  number  of  hired  workers  on  farms  was  slower  than  in  I96U.    The  combination 

of  these  partly  offsetting  trends  reduced  the  rate  of  decline  to  about  half  of 
what  it  was  from  1963  to  196*4-. 

Farm  overhead  costs  continued  to  increase.    The  high  level  of  capital 
accumulation  of  recent  years  and  the  increased  price  of  capital  replacements 
are  evident  in  higher  total  depreciation  charges.    New  high  levels  of  farmer 
indebtedness  and  higher  costs  of  borrowed  capital  are  showing  up  in  record  high 
levels  of  interest  charges  on  the  debt.    Taxes  paid  by  farmers  are  continuing 
upward,  reflecting  the  demand  for  more  community  services  and  higher  costs. 


CASH  RECEIPTS,  JANUARY  1966 

January  1966  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  are  tentatively  placed 
at  $3*6  billion,  up  Ik  percent,  or  more  than  $*4O0  million  from  January  1965. 
The  volume  of  marketings  is  indicated  up  about  k  percent  and  prices  more  than 
11  percent.    Large  marketings  of  bumper  fall  crops  accounted  for  most  of  the 
increase  from  a  year  earlier  in  volume,  while  higher  livestock  and  product 
prices  accounted  for  all  of  the  increase  in  prices.    Cash  receipts  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  were  $1.9  billion  and  crops  $1.7  billion  in  January  1966.

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CASH  RECEIPTS  BY  STATES  AND  REGIONS,  I965 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I965  were  higher  than  in  I96I+  in 
all  regions  of  the  country.    The  increase  from  196k  to  1965  was  largest  in  the 
West  North  Central  Region  as  receipts  were  substantially  higher  in  Iowa,  Kansas, 
and  Missouri.    The  South  Atlantic  Region  showed  the  smallest  gain  as  cash  re- 
ceipts declined  in  North  Carolina  and  were  only  a  little  higher  in  Virginia, 
West  Virginia,  and  Delaware. 

Forty-four  of  the  1+8  contiguous  States  showed  increases  in  cash  receipts 
from  marketings  in  I965  compared  to  I96I+.    Cash  receipts  were  lower  in  k  States- 
North  Carolina,  Kentucky,  Washington  and  Michigan.    The  changes  ranged  from  a 
26  percent  increase  in  Maine  to  a  7  percent  decline  in  North  Carolina.    In  2k 
States,  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  1965  were  more  than  5  percent  higher 
than  a  year  earlier. 

Ranked  on  the  basis  of  total  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  I965 , 
California  was  first  and  Iowa  second.    Estimated  receipts  for  California  were 
nearly  $3.7  billion  and  for  Iowa  $2.9  billion.    Texas  ranked  third  with  $2.6 
billion  and  Illinois  fourth  with  $2.U  billion.    These  rankings  are  unchanged 
from  I96I+.    The  four  States  together  accounted  for  nearly  30  percent  of  the 
total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  for  the  kS  States.    Other  important 
agricultural  States,  ranked  in  descending  order  by  cash  receipts  from  marketings 
were  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Indiana,  Missouri,  Wisconsin,  North  Carolina, 
and  Ohio. 

Major  changes  in  cash  receipts  by  States  in  I965  are  discussed  in  the 
following  section. 


PRELIMINARY  STATE  ESTIMATES  FOR  I965 
REALIZED  NET  INCOME  PER  FARM 

State  estimates  of  per  farm  realized  gross  and  realized  net  income  for 
1963,  196^,  and  preliminary  estimates  for  1965  are  presented  in  table  12.  These 
data  show  that  for  the  contiguous  United  States,  realized  net  income  per  farm 
was  up  $1+55  from  I96I+  to  1965,  from  $3,727  to  $l+,l82.    Forty-four  States  show 
an  increase  from  196*+;  k  States  show  a  decline.    In  3k  States  the  increase  from 
1961+  to  1965  was  greater  than  10  percent. 

In  a  few  States,  notably  Nevada  and  New  Hampshire,  realized  net  income 
per  farm  in  I965  was  more  than  100  percent  higher  than  in  I96I+.    This  reflects 
mainly  the  magnified  effect  of  a  small  absolute  change  in  aggregate  realized 
net  income  upon  per  farm  net  income  when  the  total  number  of  farms  in  a  State 
is  relatively  small. 

The  factors  most  responsible  for  the  change  in  realized  net  income  for 
each  State  are  stated  in  the  following  comments.    Realized  net  income  per  farm 
for  1965  follows  the  name  of  the  State.    The  figure  in  parenthesis  is  the  per- 
centage change  from  196k;  a  dash  indicates  a  change  of  less  than  1  percent.

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Alabama — $2,871  (up  9$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  higher. 
Receipts  were  up  for  broilers,  cattle  and  calves,  hogs,  and  pecans.  Receipts 
from  marketings  of  cotton  lint  were  lower.    Government  payments  were  well  above 
a  year  earlier.    Production  expenses  were  a  little  higher  as  increased  expenses 
for  purchased  feed,  depreciation  and  purchased  livestock  more  than  offset  smaller 
outlays  for  hired  labor  and  fertilizer  and  lime. 

Arizona — $17,8^2  (up  %)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  increased  due 
to  larger  receipts  from  cattle  and  calves,  lettuce,  sorghum  grains,  onions,  and 
potatoes.    Government  payments  were  up  sharply  from  a  year  earlier.  Production 
expenses  were  higher  due  mostly  to  increased  outlays  for  purchased  livestock. 

Arkansas — $^,757  (up  7%)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  and  Government 
payments  were  higher.    Receipts  were  up  from  marketings  of  broilers,  soybeans, 
cattle  and  calves,  eggs,  turkeys,  and  dairy  products  but  were  lower  for  cotton 
lint,  wheat,  and  peaches.    Aggregate  production  expenses  increased  as  all  major 
expense  items  were  above  a  year  earlier. 

California — $11,160  (down  yjo)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were 
slightly  higher  than  a  year  earlier  as  receipts  from  sales  of  cattle  and  calves, 
potatoes,  tomatoes,  and  turkeys  more  than  offset  declines  for  cotton  lint, 
oranges,  grapes,  peaches,  sugarbeets,  and  pears.    Government  payments  were  higher. 
However,  total  production  expenses  were  higher  than  196^  due  to  increased 
outlays  for  most  expense  items. 

Colorado — $5>3^6  (up  21$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  up  sharply 
due  to  gains  from  sales  of  cattle  and  calves,  potatoes,  dry  beans,  and  hay. 
Receipts  were  lower  from  marketings  of  wheat  and  sugarbeets.    Government  pay- 
ments were  higher.    Aggregate  production  expenses  rose  due  to  increases  for 
purchased  livestock,  depreciation,  and  interest  charges  on  total  farm  indebted- 
ness. 

Connecticut — $5,93-7  (up  2kj>)  —  Cash  receipts  were  higher  from  marketings 
of  eggs,  tobacco,  potatoes,  greenhouse  and  nursery  products,  and  dairy  products. 
Production  expenses  were  near  the  I96H  level. 

Delaware — $7 3 958  (up  hljo)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  substan- 
tially higher.    Receipts  increased  for  corn,  soybeans,  broilers,  and  lima  beans. 
Government  payments  also  increased.    Total  production  expenses  were  only  a 
little  higher  as  increases  for  purchased  livestock  and  depreciation  were  largely 
offset  by  smaller  outlays  for  purchased  feed  and  fertilizer  and  lime. 

Florida — $11,012  (  -  )  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  only  a  little 
higher  as  larger  receipts  from  sales  of  tomatoes,  sugarcane,  cattle  and  calves, 
greenhouse  and  nursery  products,  eggs,  and  cabbage  were  largely  offset  by  lower 
receipts  for  oranges  and  grapefruit.    Government  payments  were  up  sharply. 
Production  expenses  were  well  above  a  year  earlier  as  outlays  for  most  items 
increased. 
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Georgia — $^,176"  (tip  15$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  up  from 
a  year  earlier  due  to  increased  receipts  for  broilers,  eggs,  hogs,  pecans, 
cattle  and  calves,  and  corn.    Receipts  from  sales  of  cotton  lint  and  peanuts 
were  somewhat  lower.    Government  payments  were  up  substantially.  Production 
expenses  were  a  little  higher  due  to  gains  for  purchased  feed,  depreciation, 
purchased  livestock,  and  total  interest  charges.    Outlays  for  hired  labor  and 
fertilizer  and  lime  declined. 

Idaho — $5 ,211  (up  32%)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  well  above 
a  year  earlier.    Cash  receipts  from  sales  were  up  sharply  for  potatoes  and 
cattle  and  calves  but  lower  for  wheat.    Government  payments  were  higher.  Pro- 
duction expenses  increased  as  a  result  of  higher  expenditures  for  seed,  pur- 
chased livestock,  depreciation,  and  interest  on  total  indebtedness. 

Illinois — $5,979  (up  19%)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  increased  due 
to  much  larger  receipts  for  hogs,  cattle  and  calves,  corn,  and  soybeans.  Re- 
ceipts were  lower  for  wheat  and  dairy  products.    Government  payments  were  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.    Total  production  expenses  increased  as  most  major  accounts 
were  up.    Outlays  for  hired  labor  declined. 

Indiana — $^,171  (up  21$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  and  Government 
payments  were  above  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  were  up  for  hogs,  cattle  and 
calves,  soybeans,  and  dairy  products.    The  increases  more  than  offset  lower  re- 
ceipts from  sales  of  wheat,  tobacco,  and  eggs.    Production  expenses  were  some- 
what higher  as  outlays  for  most  of  the  major  expense  items  increased. 

Iowa — $5»665  (up  18%)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  above  a  year 
earlier  due  to  sharp  gains  from  marketings  of  hogs,  cattle  and  calves,  and  soy- 
beans.   Production  expenses  increased  as  all  items,  except  hired  labor,  were 
higher. 

Kansas — $k , 913  (up  18%)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  increased.  Re- 
ceipts were  up  most  for  cattle  and  calves,  but  also  increased  for  hogs,  soybeans 
and  wheat.    Government  payments  also  were  higher.    Total  production  expenses 
increased  as  most  major  categories  were,  higher.    Outlays  for  purchased  livestock 
were  up  sharply. 

Kentucky — $2,1^86  (down  13$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  lower 
due  to  a  sharp  drop  in  receipts  from  tobacco  which  more  than  offset  gains  in 
receipts  from  cattle  and  calves,  hogs,  and  dairy  products.    Government  payments 
were  up  from  a  year  earlier.    Production  expenses  were  a  little  higher.  Ex- 
penses increased  for  depreciation  charges,  purchased  livestock,  and  interest 
on  the  short-term  debt  but  were  lower  for  hired  labor. 

Louisiana— $3»326  (up  3%)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  up  for 
soybeans,  cattle  and  calves,  dairy  products,  and  eggs.    These  increases  were 
largely  offset  by  declines  for  sugarcane,  cotton  lint,  and  pecans.  Government 
payments  were  down  slightly  from  a  year,  earlier.    Production  expenses  were  a 
little  higher  due  to  increased  interest  and  depreciation  charges  and  higher 
outlays  for  fertilizer  and  lime. 
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Maine — $8,27*+  (up  Q&fo)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  well  above 
a  year  earlier  due  to  a  sharp  gain  in  receipts  from  potatoes.    Receipts  were 
somewhat  higher  for  broilers  and  eggs.    Total  production  expenses  were  slightly 
higher. 

Maryland — $U,Uoi  (up  kCffo)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  up  sharply 
as  receipts  for  most  commodities  increased.    Gains  were  largest  for  broilers, 
tobacco,  and  corn.    Total  production  expenses  increased.    Outlays  for  hired  labor 
were  slightly  lower. 

Massachusetts — $5,135  (up  27f0)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were 
above  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  were  up  for  cranberries,  greenhouse  and  nursery 
products,  tobacco,  broilers,  and  potatoes.    Production  expenses  were  nearly 
unchanged  as  increased  outlays  for  seed,  taxes,  hired  labor,  and  purchased  live- 
stock were  largely  offset  by  declines  for  purchased  feed,  interest,  and  repairs 
and  operation  of  capital  items. 

Michigan — $2,8^-3  (up  7%)  —  Although  cash  receipts  from  marketings  were 
practically  unchanged,  Government  payments  were  well  above  a  year  earlier.  Re- 
ceipts from  marketings  were  higher  for  cattle  and  calves,  hogs,  potatoes,  and 
soybeans,  but  these  increases  were  largely  offset  by  declines  for  wheat,  dry 
beans,  sugarbeets,  and  cherries.    Production  expenses  were  nearly  unchanged. 

Minnesota — $3,728  (up  12$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  higher. 
Government  payments  were  above  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  from  sales  were  up  for 
hogs,  cattle  and  calves,  potatoes,  soybeans,  and  turkeys.    Receipts  declined 
for  corn,  oats,  eggs,  and  wheat.    Total  production  expenses  were  a  little  higher 
due  to  increases  for  purchased  livestock,  depreciation,  and  fertilizer  and  lime. 

Mississippi — $3»^25  (up  kj))  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  only  a 
little  higher  as  gains  from  soybeans,  broilers,  cattle  and  calves,  and  eggs  were 
largely  offset  by  reduced  receipts  for  cotton  lint.    Government  payments  were 
higher.    Production  expenses  in  total  increased  as  outlays  for  most  major  expense 
items  were  higher. 

Missouri — $3>3**5  (up  26%)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  well 
above  a  year  earlier  as  receipts  increased  sharply  for  hogs,  cattle  and  calves, 
soybeans,  and  corn.    Receipts  from  marketings  of  wheat  and  cotton  lint  were 
lower.    Government  payments  were  higher.    Production  expenses  were  up  a  little 
due  mostly  to  increases  for  purchased  livestock,  depreciation,  and  interest. 

Montana — $^,966  (up  11%)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  and  Government 
payments  were  above  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  from  marketings  were  up  for  cattle 
and  calves  but  were  lower  for  wheat.    Production  expenses  were  higher  as  all 
major  expense  categories  showed  increases. 

Nebraska — $5,880  (up  12$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  higher 
due  largely  to  a  sharp  gain  from  marketings  of  cattle  and  calves  and  hogs.  Wheat 
receipts  were  down.    Government  payments  increased.    Production  expenses  were 
higher.    Outlays  for  purchased  livestock  were  up  sharply  and  most  other  major 
expense  categories  showed  some  increase. 
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Nevada — $1,121  (up  110$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  up  sharply- 
due  to  a  large  gain  in  receipts  for  cattle  and  calves.    Total  production  expenses 
were  higher. 

New  Hampshire — $1,^-82  (up  15510  —  Total  cash  receipts  from  marketings 
were  higher  as  receipts  from  marketings  were  up  slightly  for  dairy  products, 
broilers,  eggs,  and  cattle  and  calves.    Receipts  were  lower  for  hay.  Production 
expenses  were  below  a  year  earlier  mainly  due  to  smaller  outlays  for  hired  labor. 

New  Jersey — $6,873  (up  2hj0)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  increased 
for  tomatoes,  greenhouse  and  nursery  products,  hogs,  soybeans,  and  cattle  and 
calves.    Receipts  were  lower  for  eggs,  potatoes,  and  dairy  products.  Total 
production  expenses  were  about  the  same  as  in  l$6k. 

New  Mexico — $7,^13  (up  15$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  well 
above  a  year  earlier  as  receipts  increased  sharply  for  cattle  and  calves.  Re- 
ceipts also  were  higher  for  lettuce,  onions,  wheat,  and  sorghum  grains,  but  they 
were  down  for  cotton  lint  and  hay.    Government  payments  were  above  a  year  earlier. 
Production  expenses  were  higher  due  mostly  to  a  sharp  gain  in  outlays  for  pur- 
chased livestock. 

New  York — $^,5**6  (up  19$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  higher 
due  to  increases  for  dairy  products,  cattle  and  calves,  eggs,  potatoes,  green- 
house and  nursery  products,  and  grapes.    These  gains  were  partly  offset  by  de- 
clines for  apples,  cabbage,  onions,  and  cherries.    Government  payments  were  up. 
Production  expenses  in  total  were  nearly  unchanged. 

North  Carolina — $2,927  (down  11$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were 
lower  due  to  sharp  declines  from  sales  of  tobacco  and  cotton  lint.  Government 
payments  were  higher.    Production  expenses  were  only  slightly  higher  as  increased 
expenses  for  depreciation,  purchased  feed,  interest,  and  purchased  livestock 
were  largely  offset  by  smaller  outlays  for  hired  labor  and  fertilizer  and  lime. 

North  Dakota — $6,108  (up  18$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  higher 
due  mostly  to  sharp  gains  from  marketings  of  cattle  and  calves,  potatoes,  and 
wheat.    Receipts  were  a  little  lower  for  dairy  products.    Government  payments 
were  a  little  higher.    Production  expenses  were  higher  due  to  increases  for 
depreciation,  miscellaneous  expenditures,  and  mortgage  interest  charges. 

Ohio — $3>Q23  (up  22$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  up,  due  mostly 
to  increases  for  hogs,  cattle  and  calves,  and  soybeans.    Receipts  were  lower 
for  wheat.    Government  payments  were  up  sharply  from  a  year  earlier.  Production 
expenses  were  a  little  higher  due  to  increased  outlays  for  purchased  livestock. 

Oklahoma — $2,906  (up  38$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  up 
sharply.    Large  increases  were  registered  by  cattle  and  calves,  wheat,  and  cot- 
ton lint.    Government  payments  also  were  much  higher.    Total  production  expenses 
increased  due  mostly  to  greater  expenditures  for  purchased  livestock. 

Oregon — $2,759  (up  25$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  increased  from 
a  year  earlier.    They  were  higher  for  cattle  and  calves,  pears,  and  potatoes, 
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but  declined  for  wheat  and  strawberries.  Government  payments  were  up  sharply. 
Production  expenses  were  somewhat  higher  as  most  major  expense  items,  with  the 
exception  of  hired  labor,  increased. 

Pennsylvania — $2,97^  (up  20$,)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  and  Govern- 
ment payments  increased.    Receipts  were  higher  for  cattle  and  calves,  corn, 
broilers,  dairy  products,  and  greenhouse  and  nursery  products.    Total  production 
expenses  were  unchanged. 

Rhode  Island — $2,500  (up  31$))  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  a 
little  higher  due  mostly  to  increases  for  potatoes  and  greenhouse  and  nursery 
products.    Production  expenses  showed  little  change  as  small  increases  in  most 
major  expense  items  were  nearly  offset  by  lower  outlays  for  purchased  feed. 

South  Carolina — $3,126"  (up  15$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were 
higher  as  receipts  were  up  for  soybeans,  peaches,  hogs,  and  corn.    Receipts  were 
lower  for  cotton  lint  and  tobacco.    Government  payments  increased  sharply  from 
a  year  earlier.    Production  expenses  were  a  little  higher  as  increased  expenses 
for  depreciation  and  miscellaneous  items  more  than  offset  reduced  outlays  for 
fertilizer  and  lime. 

South  Dakota — $H,9C4  (up  lk%)  —  Sharp  gains  in  cash  receipts  from  cattle 
and  calves  and  hogs  were  mainly  responsible  for  the  increase  in  total  marketing 
receipts.    Government  payments  were  higher.    Total  production  expenses  were  up 
due  to  increases  for  most  major  expense  items. 

Tennessee — $1,817  (up  2$)  —  Larger  cash  receipts  from  marketings  of 
cattle  and  calves,  hogs,  and  soybeans  were  mostly  offset  by  declines  for  tobacco 
and  cotton  lint .    Government  payments  were  higher.    Production  expenses  were  up 
slightly. 

Texas — $U,972  (up  27%)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  well  above 
a  year  earlier  as  receipts  were  up  sharply  for  cattle  and  calves,  cotton  lint, 
and  sorghum  grains.    Receipts  were  a  little  lower  for  wool  and  mohair.  Govern- 
ment payments  were  above  a  year  earlier.    Production  expenses  in  the  aggregate 
were  somewhat  higher. 

Utah — $2,055  (up  36$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  higher  for 
cattle  and  calves,  potatoes,  sugarbeets,  dairy  products,  and  turkeys.  Government 
payments  were  above  a  year  earlier.    Production  expenses  were  a  little  higher. 

Vermont — $3>25^  (up  21$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  increased  as 
receipts  were  up  for  dairy  products,  cattle  and  calves,  and  eggs.    Declines  were 
registered  for  maple  products  and  apples.    Production  expenses  were  lower  as 
outlays  declined  for  purchased  feed,  and  miscellaneous  items.    Expenses  were  up 
for  fertilizer  and  lime,  depreciation,  and  taxes. 

Virginia — $2,357  (up  3$)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  up  slightly- 
due  to  increases  for  cattle  and  calves,  peanuts,  corn,  and  dairy  products.  How- 
ever, receipts  were  down  for  tobacco  and  apples.  Total  production  expenses  were 
nearly  unchanged. 
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Washington — $3*920  (  -  )  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  down 
slightly  as  increased  receipts  for  cattle  and  calves  and  potatoes  were  offset 
"by  declines  for  wheat,  cherries  and  apples.    Government  payments  were  well  above 
a  year  earlier.    Production  expenses  showed  little  change  as  increased  expenses 
for  miscellaneous  items,  seed,  interest  and  depreciation  were  largely  offset  by- 
smaller  outlays  for  hired  labor. 

West  Virginia — $7k0  (down  12%)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  only 
slightly  higher  as  increases  for  cattle  and  calves,  broilers,  and  hogs  were 
mostly  offset  by  declines  for  apples,  tobacco,  and  eggs.    Production  expenses 
were  a  little  higher  due  to  increases  for  miscellaneous  items,  depreciation,  and 
fertilizer  and  lime. 

Wisconsin — $3*762  (up  19%)  —  Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  higher 
due  to  increases  for  hogs,  dairy  products,  cattle  and  calves,  potatoes,  green 
peas,  and  turkeys.    Receipts  were  a  little  lower  for  eggs  and  cherries.  Govern- 
ment payments  were  above  a  year  earlier.    Total  production  expenses  were  nearly 
unchanged. 

Wyoming — $2%gk5  (up  18%)  —  Increased  cash  receipts  from  marketings  of 
cattle  and  calves  were  largely  responsible  for  a  gain  in  total  marketing  re- 
ceipts.   Receipts  were  lower  for  wheat.    Production  expenses  were  somewhat  higher 
due  to  increased  expenses  for  purchased  livestock  and  interest  on  the  short- 
term  debt.    Outlays  for  hired  labor  were  lower. 
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
